A tlantic City, N. J , July l l . — De 
sp ite the protests of A ero club of 
flcials. who advised against a flight 
over the w hite caps too rough to even 
allow a lifeboat to stay off shore 
G lenn 
C urtiss 
made 
an 
exhibition 
flight out to sea ra th er th an dr-*ap 
point the bi* crowd who had stood 
patiently along the boardw alk and on 
th e beaeli for hours in the hope ut 
g ettin g a peep at an airship in action 
T he flight lasted but five m in u tes 
but was a lively exhibition of skillful 
flying, the squally southerly bree** 
tipping the plane dangerously as C ur 
ties described circles over th e break 
era. 
W alter Brookins, driving a W right 
biplane, reached an altitude calculated 
at 6,175 feet over the ocean and broke 
all existing w orld's records for aero 
plane altitude. 
T his new record Is expected to stand 
for a long tim e. 
Officials of th e club 
and of the national council of th e 
A ero club of Am erica, who checked up 
th e Rrookius altitude m easurem ent 
have forw arded th eir records to the 
highest officials of aviation and expect 
th e closely 
tallied 
record to stand 
w ithout question. 
I feel fine,” said B rookins. 
"Of 
course the strain on my n erves w as 
terrific, but I was all right a fte r a 
few hours’ sleep. 
W hen I landed I 
had a splitting headache from tn e rush 
through the air, aa I cam e dow n w ith 
out power, but I never felt any real 
fear until I was forced to m ake my 
last, sharp turn at high speed to pre 
vent my m achine dashing Into the 
ocean. 
If my supply of gasoline had 
held out I firmly believe I could have 
added 
several hundred 
feet to the 
record of which I am proud. 
“ My greatest fear during th e trip 
w as th a t I would not be able to sw ing 
fa r enough out to sea to allow the 
engineers to get my 
m easurem ents 
a fte r my gasoline gave out 
I realized 
w hen I heard my cylinders begin to 
pound th at I had only a few seconds 
to stay at the altitude I had reached 
and I sim ply sw ung out on th e level 
u ntil I was sure th at I bad crossed 
th e m easuring line and th en got back 
to e arth in the best way I could 
Tho m achine behaved splendidly 
both on the long clim b and w hile I 
w as tearin g down through th e a ir at a 
speed th at m ust have reached close 
to IOO m iles an hour a t th e sw iftest
